INTRODUCTION 


“Oeang”, the Malay word for money, makes a significant appearance in this catalogue. Ton Eijkelenkamp, 
a collector of Dutch colonial coins for some 45 years, made a major contribution to an exhibition with this 
title, held at the Museum Bronbeek in Arnhem in 1999. Many of the coins displayed came from his 
collection, which we now offer for sale. For this reason, the “Oeang” exhibition catalogue is referred to 
throughout. Where a coin has an “Oeang” number, this is the actual piece displayed in the exhibition, and 
it is accompanied by the original display number. Copies of the very useful and well illustrated exhibition 
catalogue are available from us, priced £25. 


All through his years of coin collecting, Ton Eijkelenkamp kept a meticulous card index, recording the 
numbers of specimens of each coin seen. As a result, the information is now available to confirm or 
recalibrate the rarity given by C Scholten in his book “Coins of the Dutch Overseas Territories 1601-1948”. 
Mr Eijkelenkamp’s rarity value follows the lot description in square brackets [ ], using the same system as 
Scholten. In addition, he has provided all the references for the coins, and made useful suggestions as to 
the lotting of the collection and the estimates. 


This collection is rich in varieties and frequently exceeds Scholten in the detail observed. It also contains 
numerous mis-struck coins, obviously a particular interest of Mr Eijkelenkamp, and many contemporary 
local imitations or counterfeits, which are_very much part of the study of this series. Mr Eijkelenkamp 
claims to have acquired every variety of WY duit, and indeed the completeness of his collection in this and 
other areas is astonishing. Overdates are another special area. These are denoted thus: 1840/27, indicating 
a die altered from 1827 to 1840. Where no date appears on the coin this is indicated by “nd”.
